He Stresses Dependence 
of Missouri 
Levy — Says Welfare 
Services in Many States 


Require U.S. Aid.

SALT LAKE CITY, July 15--A 
proposal that exclusive fields of 
‘taxation be divided between the 
atates and Federal Government, 
backed by a group of Governors 
headed by Thomas E. Dewey of 
Wew York, ran into a storm of 
opposition from other state chief 
executives yesterday at the thirty- 
minth Governors’ Conference, 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly of Mis- 
gourl was among those opposing 
the segregated tax suggestion, ob 
jecti particularly to a recom- 
tone by Gov. “alfred E. Dris- 
coll of New Jersey that states give 
the Federal Government the sole 
right to sales and income taxes. 

Under Driscoll’s proposal, the 
mational government in return 
would give the states exclusive 
power to collect liquor, inherit- 
ance, estate, gasoline, luxury and 
amusement taxes. 

Missouri and Sales Tax. 

Donnelly pointed out to the cor- 
respondent that Missouri is collect- 
ing about $72,000,000 a year in 
gales and income taxes, and that 
the $58,226,000 received in sales 
taxes during the last fiscal year 
was the “backbone of the state's 
revenue.” 

He said he concurred in the op- 
position expressed by v. Earl 
Warren of California that states 
would be operating on a danger- 
ously insecure basis if they had 
to rely on liquor, luxury and 
amusement taxes ior their major 
sources of revenue. 

“I certainly would not trade our 
sales tax for such fluctuating and 
unpredictable sources of revenue,” 
Donnelly said. “Taxes of Page 
ture hold up as long as t 
good, but are the first to drop 
when times get bad.” 

The Missouri Governor also ex- 
pressed opposition to a proposal by 
Gov. Frank Carlson of Kansas 
that federa) grants-in-aid be made 
available to states whose _ re- 
sources are inadequate to main- 
tain necessary minimum public 
services. 

Carlson had told the conference 
that the system of federal grants 
and subsidies should be o% concern 
to the Governors because they 
“carry regulations, controls and 
restrictions that curtail the au- 
thority of state and local govern- 
ments.” : 

Demand for Welfare Services. 

Donnelly said that public de- 
fmand for added services and fa- 
cilities for health, welfare and 
education made federal assistance 
necessary because many states are 
not able to finance these programs 
in full. He agreed that in some 
instances state authority was af- 
fected by conditions imposed by 
Washington as a qualification for 
grants. 

These questions arose during a 
round table discussion on tax and 
fiscal policy, at which Gov. Dewey 
presided. In opening the discus- 
ion, the New York Governor and 

epublican hopeful, declared that

PROWLER DUCK

2D EGG IN 2 DAYS 


Apparently Finds Jail Life 
Stimulating—Produces in 
Beer Case. 


The white duck captured by po- 
lice as a prowler in the 2000 block 
of Russell boulevard yesterday ap- 
parently has found prison life 
stimulating, since it laid another 
egg this morning, the second with- 
in two days. 

The second egg was discovered 
by Manager Fritz Grolock of the 
Humane Society in an empty beer 
case to which the duck had been 
confined following its removal 
from a detention cell in the Lynch 
Street Police Station. Mass pro- 
duction of this sort is not cus- 
tomary with ducks, Grolock said, 
but it hag been known to happen 
at certain seasons of the year. 
The first egg, laid in the cell 
while police were still in doubt 
about the duck’s sex, was eaten 
for breakfast this morning by Po- 
lice Cpl. Ralph J. Brocksmith of 
the Lynch Street District, who 
overlooked the fact that it was in 
the nature of personal property| 
and as such subject to claim by 
the owner of the fowl.

LONDON, July 15 (UP)—Voters 
in a newspaper poll piled up a 
6-to-1 ballot today in favor of a 
lavish wedding for Princess Eliza- 
beth and Lt. Philip Mountbatten, 
who are scheduled to marry this 
fall. 

The Daily Express, which con- 
ducted the poll by postcards, said 
a typical reply was: “Away with 
austerity.

NAM. SAYS PAY 


RISES NEED NOI 
MEAN INFLATION 


President Bunting As- 
serts Efficiency and 
Higher Output Can 
Keep Prices Level. 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP)— 
Earl Bunting, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers, said today the nation should 
be able to absorb this year’s “sec- 
ond round” wage increases with- 
out going on an inflationary spree. 

He told Congress that united ef- 
fort for greater production, plus 
tax cuts to provide venture cap- 
ital for the expansion of industry 
by 600,000 new jobs a year, is the 
key to continued growth and pros- 
perity. 

“Prices are high, as compared to 
prewar, but the increase has been 
less than the — of wages and 
during the last Months the 
price level has aetin tely flatten 


out,” Bunting said in a statement 


prepared for the joint committee 


on the economic report. 

“We yet have to see the full 
effects on priceg of the current 
round of wage increases. But if 
we can keep production and pro- 
ductive efficiency moving forward, 
we should be able to hold this 
potential price rise from getting 
out of hand.” 

Says Pact Retards Inflation. 

Another witness, George M. 
Humphrey, Pittsburgh coal and 
steel executive, said the new coal 
wage contract, by spurring pro- 
duction, “will do more to stabilize 
the economy and retard inflation” 
than settlement of any contro- 
versy in the industry in several 
years, 

“Production and only production 
which creates a balance of supply 
and demand is the only sure cure 
for the increasing wage and price 
spiral,” Humphrey said. He as- 
serted the contract retards infla- 
tion “by avoiding a strike and all 
of the resulting damage that 
would surely follow” from a.dead- 
lock, 

Bunting, who testified first, 
forecast that “the wage increases 
recently granted the coal miners 
will be reflected in increased costs 
of manufactured products and of 
transportation.” 

Bunting said he considered it 
“amazing” that the death of

creases, he added, “I believe that 
manufacturers’ prices have been 
kept well in line.” 7 
Referring to N.A.M.’s prediction 
of a year ago that prices would 
rise sharply if price controls were 
removed but would settle down as 
production increased, Bunting said 
the price question has become 
“highly controversial.” He added: 

“The problem of cost-price re- 
lationships cannot be solved by 
finger-pointing and name-calling. 
Amalysis of the factors involved, 
not recrimination, is called for.”

GUNGRESS 10 GET 
TAK VETO THIS 
WEEK; SENATE 
LIKELY TO SUSTAIN 


Measure, Which Passed 
Upper Chamber Yes- 
terday by 60 to 32 Is 
Expected to Reach 
White House Today. 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP)— 
The White House said today 
President Truman’s message ve- 
toing the four-billion-dollar in- 
come tax reduction bill will be 


[sent to Congress this week—prob- 


ably on Friday. 

In advance of final congression- 
al action on the Republican meas- 
ure, Truman had given notice 
that he intended to reject it as 
he had a previous, similar bill. 
He also gave assurances that the 
veto would be _ forthcoming 
promptly after he- received the 
legislation. 

Press Secretary Charles G. Ross, 
in discussing plans for the veto 
message, told reporters that the 
bill is expected jo reach the 
White House today. 

The possibility of putting the 
bill into law over Truman’s veto 
has virtually disappeared despite 
the 60-to-32 vote by which it 
passed the Senate yesterday. Al- 
though this gave tax cut advo- 
cates a 28-vote margin, it was 
two votes short of the two-thirds 
needed to override presidential re- 
jection. Yesterday’s vote com- 
pares with the 48-28 vote by which 
the Senate passed the original 
tax bill. 

With the Senate ‘membership 
now 95, the 32 “nay” votes would 
be sufficient to prevent enactment. 
The Administration also is count- 
ing on another negative vote with 
the scheduled return today of Sen- 
ator Elbert Thomas (Dem.,), Utah, 
from an international conference 
in Switzerland. 

Republican backers of the bill, 
however, refused to concede de- 
feat. 

Senator Millikin (Rep.), Colo- 
rado, manager of the bill, told re- 
porters there still is “a fighting 


the Republican policy committee 
chairman, also held that there is 
a possibility of passing it over the 
veto. - 

The veto will go first to the 
House, which passed the bill a 
week ago by a vote of 302 to 112. 

Supporters of the bill were con- 
fident that the veto would be over- 
ridden there, although it was the 
House which by a two-vote margin 
fsustained Truman’s veto of the 
original tax reduction measure. 
The present bill differs from that 
one only in its date of effective- 
ness, placing the cuts in force on 
Jan. 1 instead of last July 1 


BLIMP HITS SEA, 
RISES AGAIN AFTER 
11 ON IT ESCAPE 


EUREKA, Calif., July 15 (AP)— 
Navy blimp K-99, caught in a ter- 
rific down-draft, plunged into the 
ocean south of here yesterday, and, 
after its 11 occupants had escaped 
unhurt, rose again to come finally 
to earth eight miles north of Eu- 


reka. 

Lt. D. E. W. Devaney, the pilot, 
said the 250-foot craft was caught 
in the air current and forced down 
while cruising 150 feet above the 
water on a photographic mission. 
When it struck the water the front 
section of the gondola was torn 
from the craft, and Devaney and 
the co-pilot, Lt. B. A. Goetze, were 
thrown out. 

Six of the nine men remaining 
on the blimp immediately took to 
a rubber raft. Three remained 
aboard in an attempt to regain 
control but finally were forced to 
leap from about 10 feet when the 
blimp became airborne again and 
started to drift away, out of con- 
trol. 

A Coast Guard rescue boat 
quickly picked up the 11 men. 

The K-99 is the type used on 
anti-submarine patrol during the 
war. The Navy expects to salvage

6 Saved When Boat for 3 Sinks 
In Middle of Mississippi River 


Six persons, including four chil- 
dren, were rescued from the Miss- 
issippi river Sunday when their 
overloaded fishing scow capsized 
in mid-river, opposite East Grand 
avenue. ; 

Everette D. Fry, who operates 
the East Grand Boat Yard, related 
that he and Edwin H. Lauth, 
manufacturer's representative and 
former Army colonel, pulled the 
six persons from the river to 
Lauth’s cabin cruiser, assisted by 
several passengers in the cruiser. 

The 14-foot fishing scow, intend- 
ed for three persons, began taking 
on water and finally was swamped, 
Fry related. “Luckily,” he con- 
tinued, “we all had life preservers 
on, sO we maneuvered close and 
pulled them in, one at a time. 

“The six included a father, two 
boys and two girls and a girl 


friend of theirs, who is about 18. 


: 


Two of the children were under 
12, One girl, her father told us 


later, weighs 240 pounds. We 
threw her a’ rope sling, which she 
sat on. Two of us pulled on the 
rope and two others held her 
hands.” 

The accident took place about 
noon, Fry was checking the en- 
gines of Lauth’s 42-foot cruiser 
when they saw the fishing scow 
sink. They learned later that the 
family group was going to Mosen- 
thein Island for a day of swim- 
ming. 

Fry said only Lauth obtained 
the names of the accident victims. 
Lauth, who lives at 4136 Castle- 
man avenue, told his mother, Mrs. 
Frieda Lauth, “We did a good 
deed today.” He declined further 
comment. He was commander of 
the Army air base at Guatemala 
in the war and commanded the 
110th Observation Squadron here 
when it entered federal service in 
December 1940.

BILL TO ALLOW TAX CUTS 
FOR BABY-SITTING COSTS

Measure in House Would Exempt 
Medical Expenses on incomes 
Below $2000, ~ 

WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP)— 
Representative Keating (Rep.), 
New York, proposed today that 
Congress allow working wives to 
deduct the cost of baby sitters in 
computing income tax. 

The proposal was embodied in a 
bill *’ubmitted to the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 

Keating said a wife may have 
to hire someone to do her house- 
work while she .s on the job; or 
if she has children, she may have 
to pay someone to stay with the 
children. He said it would be only 
fair and desirable if she could de- 
duct these necessary expenses in 
computing her income tax. 

Other provisions of the bill 
would: Permit persons with gross 
income under $2000 to deduct all 
their medical expenses for tax 
purposes; allow larger percentage 
deductions on incomes above 
$2000; and permit deduction of ex- 
penses for transportation to and 
from work,

Directive to Gen. Clay Op- 
* poses External Imposi- 
tion of Either American 
Democracy or Commu- 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (UP)— 
The United States today issued a 
new policy directive on Germany 
stating that “a stable and produc- 
tive Germany” is essential to 
European economic recovery. 

It strongly opposes external im- 
position on Germany of either the 
American form of democracy or 
Russian Communism. It serves 
notice on other United Nations 
that this country will not finance 
German reparations payments by 
increasing expenditures in the de- 
feated Reich. 

The new directive, addressed to 
Gen, Lucius D. Clay, United States 
military governor in Germany, re- 
flects two years’ occupation expe- 
rience. It stems directly from 
the failure of the Big Four coun- 
tries to agree on any basic policy 
for the Germans. 

Major Emphasis of Policy, 

Its major emphasis is on 
changes in econom.c policy to- 
ward Germany. It throws over- 
board whatever may have been 
left of the old “Morgenthau plan” 
to limit Germany to a largely ag- 
ricultural economy. 

The new directive replaces the 
original one known as “JCS 1067” 
which was issued by the joint 
chiefs offstaff to Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower in May 1945, after 
Germany surrendered. 

The present document itself was 
revised after the failure of the 
recent Moscow conference to pro- 
duce any comprehensive agree- 
ment with Russia and France on 
Germany. 

Although the directive was in 
process of revision long before the 
“Marshall plan” was announced, it 
indirectly acknowledges it by say- 
ing: 

“An orderly and prosperous Eu- 
rope requires the economic contri-

Planning Boards for Re- 


covery Set Up by Unan- 
imous Vote at Final 
Session.

PARIS, July 15 (AP)—The 16- 
nation European economic con- 
ference approved today plans for 
organizing a co-operative effort 
to speed the continent’s recovery 

under the Marshall proposal, 


The delegates unanimously ap- 
proved a rules committee report 
nominating Britain, France, Italy, 
Norway and The Netherlands to 
a key executive committee and 


setting up four sub-committees on 
food and agriculture, iron and 
steel, transport and coal and en- 
ergy. 

The plenary session, third since 
the conference convened Satur- 
day, will be the last until] the 
committees have completed their 
detailed work of assessing the re- 
sources and needs of the partici- 
pating nations before applying for 
American financial aid under the 
proposal of United States Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall. 

Spaak's Advice, 

Addressing the session, Premier 
Paul-Henri Spaak of Belgium 
urged long-range economic plan- 
ning which would “not be lim- 
ited to immediate objectives,” as 
well as a shorter-range program 
to qualify the nations for the 
American aid. 

Speaking for the Benelux dele- 
gations — those of Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg—he 
said the nations should seek by 
their actions here to convince the 
American public “that we are on 
a constructive path.” 

British Foreign Secretary Er- 
nest Bevin and French Foreign 
Minister Georges Bidault praised 
the spirit of co-operation shown 
here. 

“This meeting has been remark- 
able in two respects,” Bidault said. 
“It has shown that when various 
peoples approach a problem with 
good will they can agree. 

“It has been remarkable for 
the extreme speed with which fun- 
damental decisions have been 
reached. Jt has been a fine ex- 
ample to the world of what people 
can do if they want to.” 

Bevin said that “we can g0 
away from Paris under the cer- 
tainty thaf the people of the 
world want to agree and will 
agree if they are permitted to.”

INDIA INDEPENDENCE BILL 
PASSED BY COMMONS AND 
SENT TO HOUSE OF LORDS 


LONDON, July 15 (AP) 


HE House of Commons 
T passed the Indian indepen- | 
dence bill tonight and sent 
it to the House of Lords. The 
measure was approved without 

a division. 

The bill, to be effective Aug. 
15, creates two separate do- 
minions—the Dominion of In- 
dia (Hindustan) and Pakistan 
(the Moslem state). Prime Min- 
ister Attlee has announced the 
British Government hopes all 
the Indian princely states will 
join one or the other of the 
dominions. 

Dominion status is granted 
until March 31, 1948. The Brit- 
ish have promised to withdraw 
completely from India by next 
June, but Attlee has expressed 
the hope both dominions will 
elect to remain within the 
British commonwealth,

What Athens Says. 

(There were contradictory re 
ports from Athens as to whether 
an “international brigade” had ac- 
tually entered Greece. The Greek 
Foreign Ministry said yesterday 
in a communique that “Greek ban- 
dits, including Albanians” had at- 
tacked near Konitsa, and that “ac- 
cording to accurate reports, on the 
Albanian territory near the fron- 
tier are large contingents, includ- 
ing parts of an imternational bri- 
gade.” 

(Today, the Greek Government 
said that “foreign elements” were 
among the “invaders,” but marked 
dpwn as “rumor” reports that an 
international brigade had crossed 
the frontier. A Greek Second 
Army Corps communique said the 
guerrillas consisted solely of 
Greeks who had been trained in 
Albania.) 


The Foreign Office said Brit- 
ain had asked its diplomats in 
“several countries” to report on 
the purported existence, activities 
and composition of the interna- 
tional brigade.

AUSTRIA THAT IT 
OPPOSES. TERMS

Threatens to Block As- 
sistance, at Least in 
Red Zone, Because of 
American Accounting 
Requirement.

VIENNA, July 15 — Austria 
awakened today to find a new 
Soviet challenge to America’s 
profered $100,000,000 aid lying on 
its doorstep. 

At last Thursday’s Allied Con- 
trol Council meeting Russian Col. 
Gen, L. V. Kurassov charged that 
the terms of American help vio- 
lated Austria’s independence. Late 
last night the Soviet spokesman 
warned Austrian Chancellor Leo- 
pold Figl that the Soviets would 
block any American aid which 
they found to violate Austria's 
sovereign rights. “i 

In both cases, Russia charged 
that America’s innovation of ask- 
ing for an accounting of where its 
money goes was hurtful to Aus- 
tria’s freedom. The Russians in- 
terpret the American attitude in 
its most sinister light. 

No Immediate Reply. 

"Today, John Ehrhardt, _ the 
American delegate to the Allied 
Control Council, who has ambas- 
sadorial powers, told me that the 
United States contemplated no 
reply to the Russians until the 
mext council meeting about 10 
days hence. The Austrian Govern- 
ment announced that it would give 
its full attitude as soon as Rus- 
sia’s communication had been 
studied. 

Speaking before a meeting of 
the Austrian People's party, Chan- 
cellor Fig] recently described crit- 
ics fearful of Austria's political 
and economic freedom under the 
American aid plan as moved 
“either by ignorance of our agree- 
ments or ill will.” 

The chancellor said America’s 
offer of $85,000,000 to $100,000,000 
was a “gift for reconstruction 
without being submitted to any 
control whatever.”

A peace treaty with Austria 
would mean that Red Army

REORGANIZATION BILL 


Measure Provides for Return 
to Stockholders of Certain 
Lines Now in Courts. 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP)— 
The House Judiciary Committee 
approved, 14 to 11, yesterday a 
bill intended to return to stock- 
holders certain railroads being re- 
organized in the courts under the 
Bankruptcy Act. 

The legislation would permit the 
stockholders to regain ownership, 
preventing bondholders and other 
creditors from taking over. 
Representative Reed (Rep.), [lli- 
nois, author of the Dill, said rail- 
roads affected include the New 
oYrk, New Haven & Hartford;

American taxpayers have paid 
$98,640,000 of the $137,300,000 spent 
by the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration in 
Austria. One hundred and four 
million has gone into food and a 
giant trainload from American 
farms still enters Austria daily at 
the Linz Russo-American control 
point. 

The American mission here, try- 
ing to buy the United States back

Coffey Resignation Is 
Also a Protest Against 
Solid Fuel Institute Of- 
ficer’s Work on Critical 


Letter. 


Edward J. Coffey Sr. whose 


business interests are divided be-/ 


tween coal and railroads, has re- 
signed from the educational sub- 
committee of the East Side smoke 
abatement program “because I did 
not feel I could do the program 


much good,’’ he told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

Coffey, who is local agent for 
the Southern Railroad in East St. 
Leuis and general manager of the 
Binkley Coal Co. in St. Louis, was 
appointed to the five-man educa- 
tional committee in March 1946 
by Mayor John T. Connors of East 
St. Louis. 

His decision that his presence 
on the educational subcommittee 
would be of no particular benefit 
to the East Side campaign stems 
from the fact he is a director of 
the Solid Fue! Institute, an organ- 
ization of Illinois coal producers, 
which had opposed the St. Louis 
anti-smoke ordinance. 

Avoiding Controversy. 

“IT did not wish to be involved 
fm a controversy between St. Louis 
and East St. Louis,” Coffey ex- 
plained to a reporter at his St. 
Louis office in the Railway Ex- 
change Building. He said he un- 
derstood the East Side anti-smoke 
campaign was doing “some good.” 
“I'm told by Arnold Johnson, 
ehairman of the Area Smo':e Com- 
mittee, there has been a noticea- 
ble reduction in railroad and in- 
dustrial smoke, but I do not feel 
that I fit in the picture,” Coffey 
said. 

Coffey'’s resignation, which he 
made orally to Johnson, was also 
a protest against the participation 
of Richard F. Wood, executive 
secretary of the Solid Fuel Insti- 
tute, in preparation of the letter 
containing “unfounded” criticism 
of St. Louis smoke elimination, 
which was furnished opponents of 
a smoke ordinance in Cincinnati 
last December by William C. 
Drapier, local weather bureau em- 
ploye, the Post-Dispatch learned. 
Wood paid notary and stenograph- 
ic fees for the letter, which 
Drapier later admitted was “an 
exaggeration and misrepresenta- 
tion of smoke conditions in S8t. 
Louis.” 

“I can assure you there will be 
no repetition of anything like 
that.” Coffey told a reporter, “The 
Solid Fuel Institute is behind the 
St. Louls smoke ordinance, Coffey 
stated, “There wi'' be no whisper- 
ing campaigns, or any other form 
of opposition by the _ institute. 
‘Wood has received specific in- 
structions about that from the di- 
rectors.” 

Letter Requested by Group. 

Drapier’s letter was written at 
the request of the Clean Air Com- 
mittee of Greater Cincinnati, 
which campaigned unsuccessfully 
jast year against that city’s anti- 
smoke ordinance. The Clean Air 
Committee, the Post - Dispatch 
was informed, is closely aligned 
with the Coal Producers’ Commit- 
tee for Smoke Abatement of Cin- 
cinnati, which sent its consulting 
engineer, Carroll F. Hardy, to 
East St. Louis last year to direct 
@ smoke survey. 

The group of engineers headed 
by Hardy declared that smoke 
elimination by enactment of a law 
comparable to the St. Louis or- 
dinance was “impossible on the 
East Side,” and the engineers rec- 
emmended an educational] pro- 
gram and co-operation by the pub- 
lic. It was in connection with this 
recommendation, adopted by John- 
#0n's committee, that Coffey was 
mamed to the educational subcom- 
| mittee, 

The frankly expressed policy of 
the Cincinnati Coal Producers’ 
Committee is smoke abatement 
without disturbing established 
markets for bituminous coal. H. 
B. Lammers, engineering director 
for the committee, stated this po- 
sition in a speech at Minneapolis 
last year. He said: “In approach- 
ing city officials interested in 
abating smoke we tell them frank- 
ly that the Coal Producers’ Com- 
mittee for Smoke Abatement is in- 
terested in the subject from a 
mercenary standpoint, namely that 
we wish to retain our established 
markets.” 

The East Side smoke abatement 
eampaign was launched in Decem- 
ber 1945, when Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann appealed to 40 indus- 
tries and 14 railroads across the 
river to co-operate against the 
smoke evil. The Mayor contended 
that East Side smoke was blown 
across the Mississippi into St. 
Louis, which had cleared its own 
atmosphere through strict enforce- 
ment of its anti-smoke ordinance. 
An Area Smoke Abatement Com- 
mittee was formed, headed by 
Johnson, who is president of the 
First National Bank in East St. 
Louls. While tae committee has 
St. Louls representation, Johnson 
has let it be known that the prob- 
lem calls for an East Side solution, 
with Illinois coal interests coming 
in for consideration. 

Railroads have co-operated in 
the East Side campaign by order- 
ing Diesel-powered locomotives to 
replace smoky steam locomotives, 
but production delays and mate- 
rial shortages have retarded this 
effort. The same circumstances 
have caused postponement of new 
boiler equipment in _ industrial 
plants.

cent of his body. Donald is at 
Deaconess Hospital. 

A coroner’s jury at Salem found 
yesterday that Mrs. Dunlap, “in 
a fit of insanity,” poured gaso- 
line over the beds of her family 
and set fire to them. When taken 
into custody she said “something 
told me to do it,” Sheriff Floyd 
Nash reported.

Average daily local production 
decreased 4.82 per cent from May 
but was 5.44 per cent greater than 
in June 1946.

Average price paid for 3.5 per 
cent milk sent to the marketing 
area was $3.60 a hundredweight.

WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP)— 
Congress completed action and 
sent to the White House today a 
compromise bill giving the Navy 
$3,433,046,100 in cash’ appropria- 
tions for the current fiscal year. 
The Senate passed the measure by 
voice vote shortly after the House 
had adopted it.

BILL EXTENDING CONTROLS 
ON FOREIGN TRADE SIGNED 


Truman Says Measure Shows Unanimity in 
International Relations—Will Use 
Curb Sparingly. 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP)— 
President Truman, signing a bill 
to continue export-import controls 
over scare commodities, said today 
the legislation has “again demon- 
strated to the world our unanimity 


tional relations.” 


“This is particularly significant 
and timely at this moment when 
so much attention is focused 
abroad on our desire to assist na- 
tions willing to co-operate in the 
common objective of reconstruc- 
tion,” Truman said in a statement. 
He added that “our objective 
continues to be the removal of in- 
terferences with world trade.” He 
expressed gratification that “the 
Congress has again demonstrated 
its willingness to support the 
achievement of our foreign policy 
objectives.” 


The legislation continues the 
controls until next Feb. 29, but

Truman said some foreign trade 
supervision will be needed even 
after then. 


These controls expired June 30, 
but were extended for 15 days by 
a stop-gap Congressional resolu- 
tion, 


In his statement, Truman said 
the administration will “use these 
controls sparingly and dispense 
with them as soon as conditions 
permit.” 


The law ends present controls 
on manila and other types o* fiber 
and cordage but retains import 
controls on rice and rice products. 
Other controls which are contin- 
ued apply to tin and tin products, 
except for imports of tin ores and 
concentrates; materials required 
for export to aid foreign produc- 


tian of products needed in the 
United States; antimony, fats and 
oils, petroleum and petroleum 
products. 

The legislation continues the 
life of the Office of Defense 
Transportation to next Feb. 29, 
with its powers to allocate trans- 
portation equipment and facilities, 
including those of railways. 

It also provides authority for 
directing the delivery abroad of 
goods required for’ production 
abroad of commodities needed in 
the United States or required for 
its foreign policy. 

Truman further 
statement: 

“T wish it had not been neces- 
sary to request a continuation of 
these controls. But world short- 
agés have by no means been dis- 
pelled and the threat of inflation 
has not been dissipated. The hap- 
hazard distribution of our produce 
throughout the world could only 
lead to higher prices at home and 
suffering for the neediest of our 
friends abroad.”

SENATE VOTES $296,500,000

$130,000,000 Increase Over House Sum for 
Conservation—Measure Goes 
to Conference. 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (UP)— 
The Senate late yesterday, passed 
a $1,048,466,184 Agriculture De- 
partment appropriation for fiscal 
1948, after restoring more than 
half of the amount cut from the 
department’s budget by the House. 
The measure now goes to a Sen- 
ate-House conference committee. 

Although the Senate action 
would restore $200.864,208 of the 
amount slashed by the House, the 
fund still is $140,105,135 below 
President Truman’s request. 

The Senate increased the de- 
partment’s funds for soil conserva- 
tion to $295,000,000. The House 
had allowed $165,000,000. The Sen- 
ate also increased the appropria- 
tion for flood control work on 
farms from $500,000 to $1,500,000. 
The appropriation for school 
lunches was increased from $45,- 
000,000 to $75,000,000. 

The Senate version also would 
restore $20,000,000 to help tenants 
and veterans buy farms. The

11 NAZI MILITARY 
CHEFS ON TRIAL 
FOR ATROCITIES 


Norway and Balkan Com- 
manders Accused of 
Having 13,000 Civil- 
jans Executed. 


NUERNBERG, June 15 (AP)— 
Two German field marshals and 
nine generals, all rigid with Prus- 
sian correctness, went on trial be- 
fore a United States military 
court today on charges of execut- 
ing 13,000 civilians who resisted 
German occupation of the Bal- 
kans and Norway. 

Only Field Marshal Maximilian 
von Weichs, who commanded in 
the Palkans, showed nervousness. 
He bit his lips constantly. The 
other Field Marshall was Wil- 
helm List. 

Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, chief 
American prosecutor, accused 
them all of killing and murder in 
violation of the rules of war and 
“undermining the very basis of 
civilization.” 

“Their policy of terror was a 
military failure and an important 
cause of the defeat which has 
brought them to their present 
Plight.” Taylor told the five-man 
tribunal. 

Von Weichs was accused spe- 
cifically of ordering 100 hostages 
shot for every German seldier 
killed by resistance groups. 

Other defendants were Col. Gen. 
Lothar Rendulic, commander in 
Norway, and Gens. Walter Kuntze, 
Hermann Foertsch, Wilhelm Spei- 
del, Kurt von Geitner, Helmut 
Selmy, Hubert Lanz, Ernst Dem- 
mer and Ernst von Leyser. An- 
other defendant, Gen. Franz 
Boehme, committed suicide. 

Taylor said the scope of the 
trial was “much greater” than that 
of any previously heard by United 
States war crimes courts, which 
have been in constant session here. 
He explained: 

“There is a general feeling that 
some of the laws of war as writ- 
ten in the Hague conventions are 
obsolete and on both sides are 
honored only in the breach... . 
This case will achieve interna- 
tional meaning. We have not 
sought and will not seek in this 
case to make murderers out of 
soldiers for the violation of rules 
framed in 1907, if those rules are 
outmoded and generally disre- 
garded.”

ECONOMIST WARNS 
OF ‘CLOSE CALL’ 
FOR CAPITALISM 


Harvard Professor Says Busi- 
ness Men Know Little About 
Maintaining Stability. 


PALO ALTO, Calif., July 15 
(AP)—Sumner H. Slichter of Har- 
vard told the Stanford University 


‘business conference yesterday that 


capitalism will have “a very close 
call” in competition with a social- 
istic economy and, if it fails, it 
will be “because we insist on giv- 
ing too much interest to producer 
groups.” 

The Harvard professor, business 


adviser to the Government in 
many capacities, addressed more 
than 200 executives and represent- 
atives of business, industry and 
finance, resuming the conference 
after'a lapse of five years, due to 
the war. 

Slichter listed the principal prob- 
lems facing business as employe- 
management relations, how to de- 
velop an effective and _ stable 
economy, and how to adjust Amer- 
ican economic policies to those of 
the rest of the world. 

“It is a close question,” he said, 
“whether the people of the capi- 
talistic countries possess the wis- 
dom and seif-restraint necessary 
to make the capitalistic economy 
operate with a high level of sta- 
bility. There is very little concep- 
tion on the part of business men 
of the United States on how to 
maintain stability.”

in a hostile world.

In accepting my new responsi- 
bilities it is probably fortunate, 
though it did not seem so at the 
time, that I had little opportunity 
to go into all of the details con- 
icerned with the critical negotia- 
tions, discussions and actions in 
which I was soon to participate. 
Probably if I had had a full reali- 
zation of the enormity of the task 
and its requirements, I would have 
suffered considerably in morale. 
As it is, I have reason to be real- 
ly very grateful for the generous 
support which has been given me 
and the sympathetic understand- 
ing with which my various ef- 
forts have been regarded. 


I will say right now that the 
greatest problem I feel we have

F the lobbyists who stumble 
(Dover each other’s feet in Wash- 

ington, the real estate lobby. 
the farm lobby and some others 
have borne the brunt of criticism 
so far during this session of Con- 
gress. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, the most powerful, and per- 
haps the busiest, lobby in Wash- 
ington today is the private-power 
lobby—the same old lobby whose 
devious ways were brought to 
light and presumably made in- 
effective. as the result of the in- 
vestigation under the chairman- 
ship of Justice Hugo Black when 
he was a member of the Senate. 

The power lobby is dedicated to 
the proposition that the power 
trust should be ‘the exclusive dis- 
tributer of electricity—at a good 
profit, of course—to the people of 
America. It would like to do all 
of the power manufacturing, too. 
The power trust, of course, is op- 
posed to the functioning of public 
utilities’ of any sort, but, in par- 
ticular, it objects to hydro-electric 
developments by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Over the years, the power mo- 
nopolies have not been too suc- 
cessful in preventing such projects 
as those of Grand Coulee, Bonne- 
ville and in the Colorado river. 
So now they are attempting to 
turn their defeat into victory 
through aé_ side-door approach. 
First, they tried to prevent the 
Government from building trans- 
mission lines. Failing in this, 
they conjured up the Dondero bill. 

Sale of Power Under Bill. 

In this’ bill which has been in- 
troduged by Representative Don- 
dero of Michigan, ‘a recognized 
spokesman for the power trust, 
the Federal Government would be 
required, with few exceptions, to 
sel] any electricity generated at its 
dams to the private utility nearest 
the dam.

Praise for Armour. 


In his endeavor to restore that 
inter-American’ solidarity which 
our recent policies so nearly shat- 
tered, the assistance of Assistant 
Secretary Norman Armour will be 
invaluable. As Minister to Haiti 
and Canada and as Ambassador 
to Chile and Argentina, Armour 
obtained an intimate understand- 
ing of hemispheric affairs. 


Latin America knows that Ar- 
mour believes in the Good Neigh- 
bor Policy. It knows that he is 
convinced that the regional sys- 
tem of the Americas can only 
prosper if it is founded upon true 
co-operation, and so long as the 
United States scrupulously _re- 
spects the sovereign rights of its 
neighbors.

As President 
Gonzalez Videla of Chile empha- 
sized durin; his recent visit to 
Brazil, “the \mericas must put 
their economic house in order.” 


“Enlightened Selfishness.” 


It has become the fashion to 
call the policy of economic and 
financial collaboration which this 
Government offered the other 
American republics during the 
decade after 1933 a “Santa Claus” 
policy. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. Our co-operation 
not only helped our neighbors at 
a time of economic depression. It 
also represented a policy of en- 
lightened selfishness on the part 
of the United States.

WASHINGTON, July 15. 
A: soon as it can be arranged 


with dignity, the strange Wash- 

ington career of Assistant Sec- 
cretary of State William Benton 
will come to an end. 

Secretary Marshall has hecome 
reluctantly convinced—as has Ben- 
ton—that Congress will not do the 
right thing by an enterprise that 
Benton heads. The Secretary is 
indignant about it; he thinks Ben- 
ton is being unfairly treated but 
he feels obliged to consider the 
vast importance of the informa- 
tion activities which Benton now 
directs. 

Marshall has flatly tefused to 
oust Benton summarily as a means 
of prying loose needed funds from 
House Appropriations Chairman 
John Taber. Taber, who appar- 
ently conceives it the function of 
his committee to run the executive 
branch by giving and withholding 
funds according to his whim, ind 
cated to a-Marshall envoy that 
Benton's head on a silver salver 
would be appropriate homage. 

The envoy was outraged and so 
was Marshall. All sense that the 
stalemate cannot continue. 


Benton’s Case Unusual. 


Benton’s case is unusual in that 
actually he has never been ac- 
cused of anything. Not since Sec- 
retary Perkins infuriated Congress 
by what seemed to be no More 
specific an aggression than the 
mere fact that she existed has 
there been anything quite like #t. 

The advertising and publishing 
activities which made Benton rich 
are enormously respectable, he has 
not even been accused of Com- 
munist leanings, in itself a dis 
tinction in a Government employe. 
But Congress automatically parked 
him in the doghouse and he has 
never got out. 

An impressive barrier of inher- 
ited liabilities, in part, barred the 
way. For one, he was an ex-part- 
ner of the hated Chester Bowles 
who fought Congress hard for 
OPA. Benton had withdrawn from 
Benton and Bowles seven years 
before Bowles did, but he had 
left his name in the firm. So 
when Congress thought of Benton

AAF: Almost Grounded 


How can the American people look on the dis- 
integration of the Army Air Forces without 
angry, resounding protest? 

How can citizens watch that great security 
safeguard, so recently a national pride, fade 
away to a mere shadow of itself without count- 
ing the almost certain consequences? 

Every few days brings further evidence of 
the dissipation. Consider the latest news of this 
sort. Some 28,600 reservists have enrolled for 
part-time flying. They want to keep up their 
aviation skills and the country should be even 
more eager to keep them in trim. 

Yet only 9700—barely nmfore than a third—-can 
be accommodated, A small number is made 
even much smaller. Why? Because of the 
heavy trimming of the Air Forces’ budget. 

But this is only one detail in what Gen, Eaker, 
representing Gen. Spaatz, AAF commander, re- 
cently told the National War College was a vast 
“wrecking job.” When V-J day came, the United 
States had 2,500,000 men in its air forces, 230 
groups and 85,000 planes. 

™ . + 


With our enemies whipped into submission, 
extensive reductions in our fighting forces of all 
kinds were to be expected. The AAF went along 
with this reduction program, It proposed a post- 
war force of 400,000 military and 225.000 
civilians. It asked for 12,000 active planes and 
14,000 wartime-built planes in stored reserve, 
This was a plane force, counting the stored re- 
serve, of less than a third the number on hand 
when the war ended. 

Almost overnight contracts involving more 
than 12 billion dollars were terminated. Prop- 
erty valued at 25 billion dollars was disposed of 
as surplus. This property included more than 
100,000 airplanes of a wide variety of types. 

With the redeployment and discharge of per- 
sonnel went the closing of air stations. More 
than 600 air stations were folded up in the 
United States. and more than 1000 shut down 
overseas, Air stations that were not removed 
or abandoned were turned over to foreign gov- 
ernments, as for example the $5,000,000 field at 
Dhahran, in Saudi Arabia, and magnificent 
Payne Field at Cairo, Egypt. 

As its wartime establishment literally fell 
apart, the AAF tried valiantly to interest Wash- 
ington and the country as a whole in maintain- 
ing a reasonable peacetime organization and pro- 
gram. It asked for a direct appropriation of 
$1,850,000,000. The first cut was made by the 
War Department's own Budget Advisory Com- 
mittee—under pressure from Congress. Gen. 
Eisenhower, well aware of the great importance 
of the air arm, restored part of the cut. 
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The Bureau of the Budget, an agency of the 
executive department, cut the request an almost 
even 331-3 per cent. In Congress, the already 
much reduced figure became the object of 
another tug-of-war. There were cuts and partial 
restorations and then more cuts and still more 
restorations until everyone became dizzy. How 
the appropriation came out in the end is only 
too well indicated by the fact that only one 
reservist in three can engage in part-time train- 
ing. The Army Air Forces has been all but 
grounded. 

If war should come, we can be sure the first 
thing we would turn to would be the air forces. 
Those who would then cry out the loudest about 
inadequacy of our air power would be the very 
people who are cutting it far below the safety 
point or who are blindly sitting by telling them- 
selves it is of no immediate concern. 

Americans will wake up to what has hap- 
pened to the Army Air Forces or pay the price 
some day for their slumber. 
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The Sharks Can Still Prey 


The State Supreme Court decision holding 
the Small Loan Law unconstitutional merely 
confirms the opinion of Attorney General Taylor, 
which already was binding. Unfortunately neith- 
er the Supreme Court decision nor the Attorney 
General’s opinion affords full protection for the 
borrower. The law has been circiimvented by 
the ingenuity of the loan sharks in making up 
in fees what they cannot charge in interest. 


The Supreme Court decision points up the 
necessity for the House and Sénate to enact a 
law which sets a reasonable interest limit, with 
fees rigidly controlled. The experience of the 
more efficient small lenders indicates that a 
maximum rate of 16 per cent is high enough on 
even the shortest loans. 
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To Use German Industry 


The Dutch and the Belgians have brought 
squarely before the European economic confer- 
ence the question of what shall be done with 
Germany. They want Germany included as a 
participant, because their own economic recov- 
ery is conditioned on the revival of the indus- 
trial output of Germany. 

There is objection to the inclusion of Germany 
in the Marshall plan on terms of equality with 
the Allied and liberated nations, But for Europe 
to fail to use Germany’s great productive power 
in the revival of the Continent, would be to pun- 
ish not Germany so much as the nations that suf- 
fered from the German attack. 

Except for coal deposits, Germany is not rich 
in natural resources, It manufactures steel only 
by the grace of ore imports from France or 
Sweden. If Germany were required to export, 
as a war indemnity or otherwise, most of its 
finished steel, and if the rest of Europe were 
organized to cut off Germany’s ore imports at 
the moment German heavy industry was con- 
sidered dangerous, a revival of the German steel 
industry would pose no great problem. 

While Europe drains away American coal and 
“pays” for it at. the rate of $20 a ton, German 
coal mines are operating at only 40 per cent of 
prewar capacity and at only 20 per cent of the 
rate of coal production in America, which Ger- 
many could be made to equal. 

Germany in 1938 manufactured 23,000,000 
tons of steel—-five-sixths as much as the United 
States produced that year—but now she is turn- 
ing out only 6,000,000 tonsa year. The loss 
of this coal and steel is an unbearable drag on 
the European economy. 

While the normally industrious German peo- 
ple learn idleness, the United States Government 


is paying out $750,000,000 a year to feed them. 
That, too, is intolerable on a long-term basis. 

Georges Bidault says that the Marshall plan 
“means a very close association, a mutual limita- 
tion of sovereignty...” If this is true, Europe 
may be working toward a union in which non- 
German states are. collectively so powerful as 
not to fear the German industrial productivity 
which they cannot. very well do without, 
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The Police Lose 


Round No. 1 in the policemen’s union case has 
been decided against the union. In apparent 
awareness of the importance of the case and the 
fact that its ruling is challengeable, Division No, 
1 of the State Supreme Court has directed the 
case to be transferred to the court en banc. But, 
since four judges, sitting in Division No. 1, have 
held against union, it does not seem likely the 
whole court of seven judges will rule differently. 

A lot of heat has been engendered over the at- 
tempt of St. Louis police to form a union. Not 
only was the attempt made when anti-union feel- 
ing was running high, but a great many people 
strongly and sincerely believe that, by the very 
nature of their work, police should remain unor- 
ganized. The men themselves argue differently 
and they point to the fact that pay and working 
conditions were very bad and remained that way 
until] the attempt was made to form a union, 
Then they got various concessions in the form of 
more pay, more days off, an annual uniform al- 
lowance, and s0 on. 

It would appear that a very debatable point of 
law is involved in the case, which could have been 
decided either way. Moreover, an even bigger 
question of public policy is involved, The deci- 
sion says that the powers given by the State to 
the Police Board justify the latter’s rule requir- 
ing the Board's approval before a policeman may 
join any organization, While Judge Douglas con- 
curs with his colleagues, he feels that this rule 
is too broad and imposes unnecessary restric- 
tions. 

Certainly, the rule seems to impair the consti- 
tutional right of citizens generally to free speech 
and peaceable assembly. It may be that Judge 
Douglas’s interpretation opens the way for a re- 
laxation of the rule to permit the men to form 
a local association to promote their legitimate 
ambitions, It may be that the mistake they made 
was to join an AFL union and, in so doing, to 
take an oath of loyalty and allegiance. This 


caused the court to say that the men could not | 


serve two masters, In fairness, however, it 
should be pointed out that the union charter 
specifically stipulated that the primary obliga- 
tion of the men was to the public. 

There are federal questions involved in this 
denial of right to bargain collectively that may 
cause the case to go to the Supreme Court. And 
it seems to be important enough to go there for 
final determination. Meantime, the Police Board 
ought to relax its own iron rule. As past con- 
ditions have shown, the police need to have a 
voice in the treatment accorded them. This 
treatment has been shabby in many ways, and 
improved only when the men dramatically called 
attention to their plight. 
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Further Rail Safety Delay? 


No further delay should be permitted the 
railroads in complying with the recent Interstate 


Commerce Commission order on rail safety. Five — 


years seems time enough to install automatic 
signal devices along 45,000 miles of track. 

The present program looks more hopeful than 
any before. This time the commission has is- 
sued an order, whereas heretofore it only came 
up with recommendations’ which the railroads 
treated with conspicuous indifference. | 

Rail travel is a high-speed operation, but rail 
safety moves at a horse-and-buggy pace. Block 
signals were available first in 1842 and it was 44 
years ago that the ICC said no passenger trains 
should be permitted to run without them. Yet 
today only 70 per cent of active passenger track 
would be protected if the ICC order were com- 
plied with fully. 

The program’s cost has been estimated at be- 
tween $250,000,000 and $350,000,000. Spread 
over five years and among the many roads, the 
amount represents a reasonable sum compared 
with the 32 deaths and 998 injuries in train 
wrecks during the first three months of this 
year alone. In 1946, 103 passengers were killed 
and 4617 injured. 

Belated as is the ICC order, it can be a good 
step if the ICC holds firm against roads seeking 
loopholes and trying to procrastinate. The roads 
say they are attacking the human element in 
accidents. They should attack the mechanical 
ones, too. 
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A Silver Platter for Taft 


Ernest W. Gibson, Vermont's Republican Gov- 
ernor, has blasted out at the real estate lobby 
and other vested interests in the housing indus- 
try. It is “a very bad thing for the country,” 
he told his fellow-Governors at Salt Lake City. 
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It has had an “extremely detrimental effect” on | 


new construction, the only way to end the short- 
age. It: “is breeding bitterness and should not 
be condoned, and I hope will not be condoned 
by the Congress, or by you and me as Gov- 
ernors.” 

Has Senator Taft seen that speech? Like every 
other constructive housing measure since 1937, 
Taft’s important bill has been stalled by the 
realty lobby. When President Truman asked 
Congress to investigate the lobby in his rent 
bill message, Taft said the idea appealed to 
him. Now, with Gov. Gibson’s G.O.P. approval, 
the Senator could not hope for a more profitable 
occupation between now and next January. 

Gov. Gibson even gave the investigators a 
good, rough outline of some of the things to look 
for. “There are too many people making un- 
conscionable profits; . .. proper inquiry can 
smoke out and embarrass a lot of people who 
are contributing to high housing costs. I am 
not just talking about labor. I am also thinking 
about the engineers, the architects, the building 
supply people, the lawyers, the public utility 
companies and everybody else that has to do 
with the vexing problem.” 

Here is a rich issue all served up on a silver 
Platter. It is a fine opportunity for a power- 
ful Republican named Taft. It is a fine cam- 
paign issue for the Democrats next year if Taft

If your farm was drowned out in the 
floods, your idea of flood prevention may 
be this: Build a big dam just a few miles 
above your place. 


That would help you—if the dam was 
big enough. It wouldn’t help the folks up- 
stream, 


Folks flooded out at Ottumwa, Ia., prob- 
ably think a big ,dam the Des 
Moines river at Red Rock would be fine. 
So it would—for them. But it wouldn't 
help folks on the Raccoon, or on Middle 
river, or on the upper Des Moines.

Building one big dam doesn’t help much 
on floods. We've learned that over the 
years, on the Ohio, on the Missouri and on 
the Mississippi. 


Checking floods requires a program that 
runs from the mouth of the river to its 
headwaters. There must be more trees 
and grass. There must be an increase in 
the power of the soil to absorb and hold 
water, 


Two Ways of Control 


There have to be dams, too. But the 
dams must be planned to fit in with the 
soil conservation program. They must be 
planned to protect the whole valley, not 
just to save one part of the valley. 

The recent floods have brought a de- 
mand for two ways of controlling high 
water. 

One way is to expand and improve soil 
conservation methods along every stream. 
One way is to build a big dam. Folks on 
the lower Des Moines are talking about a 
mammoth dam at Red Rock. 

Neither way will do enough by itself. 
We need a valley authority able to put 


together plans for soil conservation, for 
reforestation and for dama, 


The beat record on flood control has 
been made by TVA, where a valley au- 
thority on the Tennessee combined soil 
conservation methods and dams to break 
floods. 


The worst records have been made on 
the big rivers, where we have relied on 
dams and levees alone. 


Floods don’t come often on the Des 
Moines, Our problem in central Iowa is 
less severe than the problems of some of 
our neighbors. 


A Piecemeal Failure 


Out along the Missouri, there is a flood 
almost every year at some point or other. 
The Mississippi river reguiarly breaks its 
bonds. 


Until the Missouri valley gets an MVA, 
a valley authority able to bring together 
all the methods of flood control, those Mis- 
souri floods will still cause trouble. Even 
with the best we can do, there will prob- 
ably still be high water. But damage can 
be cut down. 


Until the upper Mississippi valley gets 
an authority of its own, able to pull to- 
gether all the flood control plans, we'll still 
have trouble on the upper river.

Women’s Place in Russia

To anybody who might have been under 
the impression that the Soviet Union is a 
paradise for women, the words of Andrei 
Vishinsky, Russia’s Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister, will come as a rude shock. He was 
explaining to an attache in the Canadian 
embassy why the Canadian’s Russian-born 
wife could not return to Canada with him. 


Said Vishinsky: “The duty of a Russian 
woman is to produce Soviet children—not 
children for the Canadian Government... . 
Most women who marry foreigners are of 
the wrong type to be examples of Russian 
womanhood. They try to exchange the 
hardship of building Russia for the ease 
of other countries. Women talk too much, 
and thus they give the wrong impression 
of the Soviet Union.” 

One of the principal difficulties facing 
the Soviet Government grows out of the 
false front which it has built up through 
rigid censorship. It tries to give the world 


the impression that inside the iron cur- 
tain everything is sweetness and light, and 
it gets downright annoyed whenever dis- 
gruntled citizens attempt to tell the truth. 


The one thing the Communist Govern- 
ment of Russia can’t stand is the truth, It 
makes much of the literacy of its people, 
and then strangely keeps them uninformed. 
To preserve this state of blissful ignorance 
it doesn’t welcome visitors, nor does it 
want its own citizens to learn that else- 
where people live without fear of midnight 
visits of the secret police.

Congress's Crisis Ably Told 


A TWENTIETH-CENTURY CONGRESS, by Estes Ke- 
fauver and Jack Levin. (Dwell, Siean and Pearce, 
New York.) 


In collaboration with an author-econ- 
omist, the Chattanooga, Tenn., district's 
able and progressive young Congressman- 
since-1938 has written an able and persua- 
sive book. Their thesis is that Congress 
must go much further than the 1946 Reor- 
ganization Act to modernize its slipshod 
ways. Otherwise, they foresee ita losing 
more ground to the executive branch and 
a consequent decay of democracy. 

Their argument for requiring simple ma- 
jorities in both houses to ratify treaties is 
particularly forceful. “The new and dan- 
gerous aggression by the Soviet Union.” 
they write, “might have been bridied at 
San Francisco ... had not the great moral 
power of the United States been handcuffed 
to history by the dangerous and undemo- 
cratic provision of the Constitution requir- 
ing a two-thirds concurrence of the Senate 
to ratify a treaty.”

Our delegates sustained the Soviet in- 
sistence on the big-power Security Council 
veto, they believe, in the knowledge that 
more than one-third of the Senate would in- 
sist that the United States, too, have a veto. 
They think the United States delegates 
would otherwise have stood on our tradi- 
tional position as friend of weak nations. 
This is probably correct; and others have 
said it. 

Kefauver and Levin eontinue: “It is our 
firm conviction that if the United States 
delegation had attacked the Russian pro- 
posals boldly, Moscow would have compro- 
mised rather than risk the entire blame for 
failure of the first attempt to blueprint a 
lasting peace.” As to that, of course, and 
as to what further might have ensued, it 
is every reader's guess. 

This particular reform would require a 
constitutional amendment, but most of the 
program could be effected by Congress 
alone. That is true, for example, of end- 
ing the evil seniority system in commit. 
tee chairmanships, of putting the quietus 
on filibusters, of taking votes by time- 
saving electric machines and of maintain- 
ing closer knowledge of the executive

NE day last week, a three-bank banner headline in the New 
“Atom Bomb Secrets Stolen From Plant at Oak 
Ridge by Agents Not Yet Identified.” 


It was as big a headline 


aS Was carried at the time of the atom bombing of Hiroshima. 


The story was promptly denied 
by the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, by Senator Hickenlooper, 


ehairman of the joint Senate and 
House Atomic 
Energy Commit- 
tee, and by the 
Atomic Energy 
Commission. 
They said the 
story was untrue 
in the particular 
charge and -in 
detail. 
Examining the 
Origin of the 
story and its 
consequences, I 
have talked with 
members of the 
Senate -House Hickemooper 
committee, members of the Atomic 
Energy Commission and officials 
charged with security and investi- 
gation. The facts are summarized 
in this and a following column. 


Groves Was No Help. 


The documents in question were 
removed from the atomic labora- 
tory at Los Alamos, New Mexico, 
by two Army sergeants in March 
1946. That was while the Army 
Was responsible for secrecy and 
security It was not until Jan. 1, 
1947, that the new civilian com- 
mission assumed control and be- 
gan to be responsible for security. 

Under the law, responsibility for 
investigation of security and se- 
crecy was delegated to J. Edgar 
Hoover, head of the FBI, The 
Commission asked Hoover to 
tighten security regulations. 

His job was made more difficult 
by the fact that Maj. Gen. Leslie 
R. Groves, who was head of the 
project for the Army, was not 
helpful in the transition stage. 
Until almost the end of Army con- 
trol, FBI agents were not permit- 
ted to visit areas in Oak Ridge 
unless accompanied by military 
guard. 


Among Their Souvenirs. 


In the course of tightening se- 
curity regulations, Hoover's men 
discovered the thefts that had oc- 
curred under Army control. The 
Atomic Energy Commission re- 
quested a thorough investigation 
by the FBI. 


The theft was traced to the two 
former sergeants. They were ques- 
tioned at great length. The docu- 
ments were recovered and restored 
to secret files. The FBI was con- 
vinced that the two men wanted 
the documents to be able to boast 
years later of the vital part they 
had played in the atomic project. 
There was no evidence that they 
had been in contact with agents 


seeking secret information about 
the bomb, 

The investigation was completed 
on June 9 and the file sent to At- 
torney General ‘om C, Clark with 
a recommendation that the for- 
mer sergeants be prosecuted. Aft- 
er consulting with Hoover about 
the progress of the investigation, 
Chairman David Lilienthal of the 
Atomic Commission informed the | 
joint congressional committee on 
atomic energy in closed session of 
what had been learned. 


While they will not say it pub- 
licly, certain members of the con- 
gressional committee trace the 
leak to the Sun to Representative 
James E. Van Zandt of Pennsyl- 
vania. Van Zandt denies that he 
disclosed what he had learned at 
the secret session to anyone. He 
says he agrees with Chairman 
Hickenlooper’s denial of the Sun 
story. 

In an interview shortly after the 
Sun story was published, Van 
Zandt did disclose that among the 
documents taken from Los Alamos 
were photographic negatives. This 
greatly disturbed the FBI, because 
it would immediately stimulate 
foreign agents to search for such 
negatives. 

One of the curious things about 
the Sun story is that parts of it 
closely paralleled an article sold 
to Liberty magazine by Represent- 
ative J. Parnell Thomas, head 
of the House Un-American Activ- 
ities Committee. Some members 
of Congress link Thomas to the 
sensational Sun story. 


An Unchecked Scoop. 


No top official connected with 
atomic energy was asked about 
#he accuracy of the Sun story 
prior to its publication. Less than 
half an hour before it was to ap- 
pear, the Information Office of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
was asked if the commission had 
any comment. Before any reply 
could be given, another New York 
newspaper had telephoned to ask 
about the Sun story, which was 
then on the street. 

No warrant had at that time 
been issued for the arrest of the 
two sergeants, who were still at 
liberty pending a final decision by 
the Attorney General. Although 
they have since béen taken into 
custody, the disclosure’s effect at 
the time was to make the FBI's 
problem doubly difficult. But that 
is not the only consequence to 
come out of this strange develop- 
ment in the brief but troubled his- 
tory of the attempt to control the 


power that is greater than any 
other power man has known.

WILLIAM R, ROELLIG DIES; 
BARBER HERE 58 YEARS 


William R. Roe Roellig, who was 
known as “Bob the barber” to 


a turning point in its relations 
to its traditional friends among 
tie nations of the old world. 
Either it must finish the task 
of assisting these countries to 
adjust themselves to the 
changed demands of a new age, 
or it must reconcile itself to 
seeing them move in directions 
which are consistent neither 
with their own traditions nor 
with those of this country. In 
this latter case, the United 
States would be faced with a 
radical alteration of its own po- 
sition in the world. I ask you 
‘to consider most carefully the 
implication of such a develop- 
ment for the future prosperity 
and securit: of our country. 

There are many who are in 
doubt as to the course which this 
nation should now pursue. They 
feel that the aid granted thus far 
to the countries of Europe has 
been piecemeal, and certainly not 
fully effective. And they wonder 
whether we are pursuing the right 
course, 

These reactions are understand- 
able. It is true that the efforts 
to put European countries back 
on their feet have thus far been 
largely to meet a series of crises 
and therefore of a somewhat dis- 
jointed character. It is also true 
that they have not accomplished 
all of the task which it was hoped 
they would accomplish, though I 
think they have been far more 
beneficial than is generally real- 
ized. The uncertainties of the im- 
mediate post-hostilities period 
were such that no one could have 
predicted accurately the course of 
developments or devised adequate, 
co-ordinated approaches to Eu- 
rope’s problems. An immense 
amount has been accomplished by 
what this country and others have 
already done to help Europe over- 
come the effects of this war. How- 
ever, a great part of the problem 
of postwar adjustment in Europe 
still awaits solution. No one clear- 
ly foresaw, and no one could have 
foreseen, the outlines and the 
magnitude of the problem while 
the smoke of battle stid hung over 
the scene. 

It is now possible to calculate 
more exactly the needs which 
must be met, and the sources 
from which they must be met, if 
this adjustment is to be completed, 
furthermore. the urgent need “or 
a carefully co-ordinated European 
effort is now widely recognized. 
The meeting in Paris called at 
the initiative of the foreign minis- 
ters of France and Great Britain 
constitutes an auspicious begin- 
ning to the accomplishment of 
this task. The representatives of 
European countries there assem- 
bled deserve to feel that their 
work will be followed in this coun- 
try with genuine sympathy and 
good-will. For we are intimately 
concerned with the solution. 

In Washington we are study- 
ing with the greatest of care the 
implications of the various pos- 
sible solutions from the stand- 
point of the interests of the 
United States. But whatever 
“course is adopted will affect the 
lives and fortunes of people in 
every state of the Union. It is 
imperative that the attitude 
taken by our Government to-

A goodly number of light operas 
of the past 25 years have tried to 
capture the old Viennese flavor of 
champagne spirits and romantic 
frivolity.

really heady wine, with music that 
is music, and not merely carefully 
carpentered. popular tunes, you 
have to go back and revive some 
of the very old favorites, like “The 
Merry Widow,” or “Die Fleder- 
maus.” .Municipal Opera came up 
with “Die Fledermaus,” (“The 
Bat”) before an opening crowd of 
9500 persons last night, and made 
an immense success out of it. The 
Johann Strauss work seemed 
fresher than last week's hit pa- 
rade and merrier than a New 
Year’s eve party. 

The Strauss score is a perpetual] 
delight. There is no measly ration- 
ing of two or three hit numbers, 
with the composer saving the rest 
of his genius to sell it in another 
operetta. Instead it is chock full, 
from beginning to end, of gaiety 
and melodic riches flowing from 
the cornucopia of the waltz king’s 
pen. Solos, duos, trios, recitative, 
pour forth with graceful aban- 
don, For “Die Fledermaus” is 
opera bouffe in the true style, 
with very much of the action be- 
ing carried by the music. And it’s 
really comic music, with verve, 
sprightliness and vitality; it be- 
comes serious only once. 

It was performed by a cast that 
could really sing it and act it. 
They not only were vocally top- 
notch. They were in the spirit 
of the score, with their exuberance 
unrestrained, not afraid to give 
it a broad farcical treatment. This 
comic technique was really a styl- 
ized one, of course, but it was done 
so well it seemed much less arti- 
ficial than the average present 
day romantic “light opera.”

Wilbur Evans, returning for the 
first time since 1942, was pretty 
swell as the roguish Von Eisen- 
stein,-a role he handled in the 
West Coast production (called 
“Rosalinda”) several years back. 
His fine baritone has the supple- 
ness and control to be adroit at 
the fast vocalizing required. In 
addition, he has developed a keen 
light comedy sense; Producer 
John Kennedy thinks it is as good 
as Billy Gaxton’s, and we agree. 
Brenda Lewis, rather out of her 
metier last week as a schoo)-girl, 
did a grand job of Rosalinde, 
Eisenstein’s wife. She had a 
chance to give full play to her 
rich, big soprano, and the more 
substantial and mature comedy 
role gave better scope to her act- 
ing talents, 

Graciela Rivera, also an oper- 
atic soprano, but of the colora- 
tura variety, played the flirta- 
tious maid, Her acting probably 
was not as vivacious as it might 
have been, but her voice was ex- 
cellent. She hit what we were 
told was a sensational G above 
high C in her mimicry number 
in the last act. We don’t have 
enough of an ear for pitch to 
place it that exactly, but can 
testify it was tremendously high. 
Gabor Carelli, as Alfred, the im- 
petuous tenor wooer of Rosalinde, 
managed to look ludicrous while 
singing beautifully. Melton Moore:

The Caddie Problem. 

HE Old Pro said, “I wish we'd 
Trac a break like this when I 

was a caddie.” 
He referred to the increasing 
diligence -among the caddies’ golf- 
ing elders in programs designed 
to improve the welfare and oppor- 
tunities of the kids who lug the 
golf bags, and also to improve 
their qualifications as caddies. 
Two prominent operations in 
this direction are the Western 
Golf Association's scholarship 
foundation and the competitive 
golf program of the National Cad- 
die Association, Inc., leading also 
to scholarship awards. 


The national association is the 
sponsor of the national caddie 
championship begun last year at 
Columbus, O. It was originally 
inspired by Columbus’s Mayor 
James A. Rhodes as a means of 
diversion for youth in a campaign 
against juvenile delinquency. 
Expanding on a nation-wide 
plan, the Columbus group formed 
a board of trustees including fa- 
onan figures in and out of golf 
such as Byron Nelson, Bing 
Crosby, Bob Hope, Robert Stran- 
ahan, Sherman Billingsley and Ed 
Dudley. 


It was and stilla@ls a non-profit 
organization with the purpose of 
promoting caddie interest and pro- 
viding incentive to a group of 
boys sometimes neglected. Schol- 
arships to Ohio State University 
were set up as the top national 
tournament prizes. 

In collaboration with the Na- 
tional Caddie Association, Inc., 
district tournaments are being 
sponsored in many cities. The St. 
Louis caddie championship July 
31 and Aug. 1 is one of these. It 
is being held nder the auspices 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch

“The Biches Is the Player.” 

IEWING the war-born short- 
Vise of caddies and subsequent | 

dissatisfaction among golfers’ 
with caddie service, veteran Cin- 
cinnati professional Toney Penna, 
himself once a caddie, commented 
on thé problem in a recent article 
in Golfing magazine. 


“The more I have seen and 
heard about the caddie problem 
the more I believe that many 
times the caddie problem actu- 
ally is the player,” Penna wrote. 

“When there have not been cad- 
dies around and you've had to 
caddie for yourself have you 
dropped your bag on the green, 
walked through traps, held the 
flagpole so it dented the edge of 
the hole, or done any other of the 
things a caddie shouldn't do?” 
Penna asked, 


“You probably have, and it 
didn’t ruin the afternoon for you 
or others who played with you. 
But if some youngster had been 
guilty of those violations, you'd 
probably have wondered what’s 
wrong with the caddies today. 
Then you would tell how you used 
to caddie for a quarter for nine 
holes and were happy to get the 
money. You would continue the 
lecture after you had played the 
round and were shaking for a 
round of drinks that would set 
somebody back about $3.75.” 

Penna recalled how he had 
helped put his brcether through col- 
lege by caddying, how the mem- 
bers and professionals of his day 


amateur and professional golf or- 
ganizations and the Algonquin

CHICAGO, July 15—Only one 
more day before the big fight for 
the middleweight championship 


between Tony Zale, titleholder and |. 


defender, and Rocky Graziano, 
challenger. And the fighters 
themselves can hardly wait for 


the moment when the gong sends 
them on their way in Chicago Sta- 
dium tomorrow night in a brawl 
scheduled for 15 rounds. 

Only light workouts are on the 
Program for the contestants today 
and they, together with the promo- 
- ters, are relieved that nothing in 
the way of an injury occurred to 
either one in their conditioning 
process which would necessitate a 
delay in the match. There’s nearly 
@ half-million dollars at stake, and 
quite naturally, those who are to 
cut it up would want nothing to 
interfere with it. 

Zale still rules the choice among 
the fight followers, more of whom 
are gathering here for the match. 
One of the late arrivals is Billy 
Petrolie, the old Fargo Express, 
who came in from Duluth to be 
with his former manager, Jack 
Hurley, who is one of the promo- 
ters. 


Looks Close to Billy. 


Petrolle watched both men in 
their light workouts yesterday and 


Billy, now a bank director as well | 


as a foundry owner, couldn’t sep- 
arate them in his mind. 

“They both look wonderful and 
for the life of me I couldn’t say 
who I'd pick to win,” Petrolle said. 
“Zale is the champion and prob- 
ably is a little smarter than Grazi- 
ano but don’t forget the champion 
took a severe beating in their last 
fight even though he won and 
Rocky, while being knocked out, 
should recuperate much better at 
25 years of age than Tony, who is 
33.” 

And that’s the way Barney Ross, 
former lightweight and _ welter- 
weight champion and Jackie 
Fields, former middleweight title- 
holder, felt about it as they stood 
with fPetrolle in the Catholic 
Youth Organization gymnasium 
watching Zale go through his 
light drill. 


Ross, of course, is picking Zale 
because his old managers, Sam 
Pian and Art Winch, are handling 
Tony, but even Barney is con- 
scious of the age discrepancy, and 
what that means in an important 
fight. 

Tony Ducks the Crowds. 

Zale worked easily in private 
because he didn’t want to get 
mixed up in the crowd which has 
followed the boxers in another 
loop gymnasium.

Nor is this all that the power 
—|lobby has had up its sleeve this 

session. The men who do its work 
have had introduced a bill which 
would prevent the building of any 
more hydro-electric transmission 
lines by the Government. The 
power lobby has, by long experi- 
ence, learned that, on a clear-cut 
issue, such as whether the Fed- 
eral Government or private inter- 
ests shall build hydro-electric 
plants the defeat of the power 
lobby is the inevitable result. 

Move to Confuse Vote Record. 

The power lobby’s present tactic 
is so to confuse the issue that no 
Congressman who votes on its side 
can be singled out by his constit- 
vents. The latest evidence of this 
is to be found in the bill intro- 
duced by Congressman Rockwell 
of Colorado. As originally writ- 
ten, this bill would merely require 
the Federal Government, in con- 
structing dams which might be 
used to generate electric power, 
to change its methods of account- 
ing. This seems an_ innocent 
enough restriction to impose upon 
the federal bureaus which build 
the dams. But, in actuality, the 
method of accounting which was 
prescribed in the Rockwell bill 
was such as to make the cost of 
electricity generated at many hy- 
dro-electric projects so high that 
farmers and industrialists would 
not find it profitable to buy it. 
This would have meant death 
without a public execution. The 
higher the price the fewer the 
customers. The fewer the cus- 
tomers, the less the need for pow- 
er projects. 

The immediate effect of this bill, 
as introduced, would have been to 
stop the construction of the Great 
Central Valley project in Califor- 

nia, 

Support From Congressmen. 

One might think that Congress- 
men would be afraid. to vote with 
the power lobby and against the 
people, but sometimes they find 
it to their advantage, Two recent 
examples are the appointments of 
Jed Johnson and Robert F. Jones 
to a high federal administrative 
and a judicial position, respec- 
tively. Johnson, for. many years, 
headed the Interior Department 
subcommittee on appropriations in 
the House of Representatives. 
There he used his influence to 
sabotage many a hydro-electric 
project. When he was nominated 
for the United States Court of Tax 
Appeals, the power lobby and its 
tame cats among the Congressmen 
rushed to his defense, and de- 
spite his lack of qualifications, 
Johnson was confirmed. 

Jones succeeded Johnson as 
chairman of the same subcommit- 
tee. He was more vindictive than 
Johnson as to public power. His 
payoff came just recently, when 
with the support of the power 
lobby, and despite his lack of 
qualifications, he was nominated 
as a member of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, and his 
confirmation is a foregone conclu- 
sion. 

Johnson {s a Democrat, and 
Jones a hard-boiled Republican. 


The power lobby learned long ago 
that it pays to play both sides of 
the street. 


were put to work. There has not 
been one default. The _ results 
have meant higher living stand- 
ards, and higher living standards 
mean expanding markets for 
United States exports. The inter- 
American regional system will be 
ineffective unless it is based on 
economic as well as political and 
military interdependence. 

The American republics are re- 
ceiving no credits from the World 
Bank, notwithstanding the con- 
tributions they have made to it. 
The Export-Import Bank, unless 
its capital is increased, can under- 
take little further activity in the 
Western riemisphere. The project 
for the Inter-American Bank has 
been pigeonholed. It should be 
given renewed consideration. Such 
an institution could be of great 
value in these crucial years. 

Because of the short time re- 
maining before the Rio confer- 
ence, it is unlikely that any agree- 
ment can be reached to include 
economic subjects in the agenda 
for the conference. These pro- 
blems may go over until the regu- 
lar Pan-American conference at 
Bogota next January.

coming, serious political up- 
heavals may well take place be- 
fore the end of the year. Em- 
ployment and economic security 
are the best defense against 

Communism. 

This Government has urged a 
policy of economic interdepend- 

ence upon Europe. Is it not 
equally important that we lead 
the way toward economic inter- 
dependence in the Americas? 
The economic unity of the hem- 
isphere is essential if the forces 
seeking to undermine democracy 
in the Americas are to be suc- 
cessfully combated. This is a 
time for a preventive, rather than 
a remedial, inter-American policy 
on the part of the United States.

The young and unmarried, as well as the middleaged 
widowed, would welcome such aid, especially if it had social 
prestige and public approval. There are several reputable or- 
ganizations which could put such a Scientific Dating Bureau into 
immediate effect, such as the churches. 

Before they could obtain an invitation card, they 
would have to cite references who would certify to their moral 
integrity and eligibility. Community dances and parties could 
then be staged. Visiting Hollywood celebrities could be brought 
to these parties, and social leaders could act as sponsors and 
chaperons.

ITTY is newly married, and 
wants to help her husband 
make a success in life. 

“l’m not looking for a career,” 
she tells me. “I just want to be 
a good wife. Walter is my world. 
I want to devote myself to him. 
I have lots of free time, since we 
haven’t any children yet. I 
thought I could assist him in 
his business. He doesn’t seem to 
want me to, and I feel terribly 
hurt and deflated. What's the 
matter with me?” 


Of course the difficulty may 
not be all on her side. It may 
be that Walter is too sensitive, 
or too’ set in his own ways, But 
I suspect that Kitty is also too 
bossy. Analysis of her tempera- 
ment shows this to begone of 
her outstanding traits. The fact 
is, she doesn’t want to help Walter. 
She wants to wade right in, take 
charge of his affairs, and re- 
organize them completely for him! 


Walter won’t stand that. Most 
men won't. Why should they? 

If a wife wants to help her hus- 
band, the first thing for her to 
do is to find out what kind of 
help he needs and wants. Kitty 
overlooked that. 


Sometimes a wife can contribute 
to her husband’s work in direct 
ways. Many an author adds a 
note to the preface, thanking his 
wife for typing the manuscript. 
The minister's wife is a prover- 
bial and sometimes an _ all- 
important helpmeet. 

The doctor, lawyer, dentist, 
often depend largely on their 
wives for what their professions 
call “ethical advertising.” The 
wife keeps in circulation, joins 
clubs, meets people, acts as host- 
ess; and people remember her 
husband’s name when they need 
a doctor, lawyer, or dentist.

Questions and Answers. 

Q. What is the most dangerous 
state for mothers? 

A. If you mean what state has 
the highest maternal mortality, 
Nevada has the highest rate in 
the latest figures I have seen. The 
proportion of deaths in childbirth 
is nearly four times as high there 
as it is in Connecticut, the best 
state. However, the figures on 
deaths from childbearing are 
largely confused by the fact that 
at least one-third are really due 
to criminal abortions and not to 
normal childbirth. — 

Q. Do fathers usually continue 
to support their children after di- 
vorce? 

A. Not all of them, by any 
means. A study made in Colum- 
bus, O., found that one-fourth of 
the divorced fathers paid nothing 
toward the maintenance of their 
offspring. When the father re- 
married he ceased, in more than 
half of all cases, to support his 
children by the first marriage. 

Q. Are widows more likely than 
widowers to break down mentally? 

A. No. In a study of eommit- 
ments to state hospitals in Massa- 
chusetts Dr. Neil A. Dayton found 
that widowers were three times 
more likely to have mental break- 
downs, in comparison with mar- 
ried persons, than were widows. 
Marriage seems to protect men 
more than women!

16-year-old girl had been under 
Aine doctor’s care for a year 

for anemia. The doctor’s treat- 
ment corrected the anemia but the 
girl still suffered from a kind of 
chronic fatigue which seemed im- 
possible to overcome, This fatigue 
kept her from entering junior col- 
lege. Finally her mother began 
giving her the Iodin Ration, and 
some time later reported as fol- 
lows: 

“The result has been excellent. 
The doctor told me to keep right 
on with it. She is very happy and 
I am so grateful ... she was so 
tired ... great lassitude ... she 
couldn’t enjoy life as other young 
people do. Now she is bubbling 
over most of the time.” 


Of course the family doctor 
ruled out the possibility of incip- 
ient tuberculosis before he _ in- 
structed the mother to keep on 
with the Iodin Ration—any young 
person in similar circumstance de- 
serves that break.

JUST AS many youngsters, 
more girls than boys, begin to 
mope in their teens for want of 
iodine, so do many mature adults 
drag around always tired, lacking | 
their former pep or ambition, hav- 
ing a tendency to drop off in a 
doze any time, anywhere, althdéugh 
they sleep long hours every night, 
put on more and more slacker 
flesh, have a dry, sallow skin, lus- 
terless, dry falling, prematurely 
graying hair, and in some in- 
stances develop-a melancholic out- 
look and manner which, to their 
friends, is so different from their 
former cheerful disposition. 

Adults in the fourth decade who 
have suffered from many years 
of iodine deficiency are restrained 
from healthy physical activity 
by the persistent lassitude they 
feel. This inactivity favors ac-

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How to Get 
Benefit of 
Vitamin D 


By Patricia Lindsay 


ATURALLY you want to keep 
N your teeth all your life. But 
how few people do! 

Science has reached the conclu- 
gion that teeth need calcium and 
vitamin D. And it is up to you 
to see that you get both. 

Every food which builds health 
appears to play some role in the 
prevention of tooth decay, but in 
Deaf Smith county, Texas, where 
the calcium content of the soil is 
very high, the people had or have 
no tooth decay. Naturally they 
got vitamin D, too, from the sun- 
shine. People who cannot get sun- 
shine the year round should get 
their vitamin D through food or 
capsules if. they wish to protect 
their teeth. : 

Candy, soft or sweet drinks, pa 
tries or concentrated sugar in any 
form should be avoided, especially 
by growing children. Mouth bac- 
teria break down sugar into acids 
which cause decay or erosion. 

Vitamin C also plays a role in 
preventing tooth decay and it, too, 
keeps the gums healthy. Fresh cit- 
rus fruits, fresh red and green 
peppers, eabbage, tomatoes, fresh 
pimentos, parsley, turnip. tops, 
spinach, strawberries—all contain 
goodly quantities of vitaman C. 
They should be eaten raw—as 
often as is possible. 

Naturally, sunshine is the best 
source of vitamin D. But fish and 
liver oils contain rich sources as 
do summer cream, egg yolks, 
cheese and milk.

South was goaded by the state 
of the score and his partner's be 
lated double to bid two spades 
on his miserable three-card suit, 
but when this was doubled by 
West, South decided that no trump 
could not very well be a worse 
spot and that it might be consid- 
erably better. 

West opened the club five. De- 
clarer might well have risked put- 
ting up the king in order to main- 
tain control of the timing, but ad- 
mittedly this was a dangerous play 
and he could not be severely criti- 
cized for letting the lead ride to 
his own hand. East won with the 
queen and, instead of making the 
supremely logical play of starting 
the heart suit, returned the club 
10. West won and shifted to a 
diamond. East permitted dummy’s 
queen to hold—and now it was 
Seuth’s turn to blunder. 


Instead of leading a low spade 
from dummy, which would have 
resulted in the development of 
three spade tricks through proper 
handling, South chose to lead a 
heart. East put up the ace, and 
now belatedly continued with 
hearts. Declarer won and laid 
down the spade queen. East cap- 
tured this trick with the ace and 
knocked out declarer’s last heart 
stopper. Now the best South could 
do was to cash the club jack and 
then finesse for the spade jack. 
He won, in all, two spade tricks, 
two hearts, one diamond and one 
club, and was thus defeated 300 
points.

Beau 
Brummel was a leader in setting 
men’s styles. He was a noted 
gambler, and was the close friend 
of the then Prince of Wales (aft- 
erwards George IV). Brummel 
died in poverty in a French asy-
